Palm Springs was not on the But­ 
terfield Stage Line. 
There 
is 
no 
building in Palm Springs that was a 
Butterfield Stage station. The near­ 
est point from Palm Spnngs that the 
Butterfield stage line passed on the 
desert was more than one hundred 
miles away. 


Crossing our desert the But­ 
terfield Stage 
Line ran 
from 
Yuma, southerly into Mexico to 
avoid the sand hills, then north­ 
westerly up Carrizo Creek, to 
Carrizo Station, Vallecito sta­ 
tion and the stage station on 
Warner’s Ranch which is in the 
mountain valley south of Warn­ 
er Hot Springs... The proof of 
the exact location of the Butter­ 
field Stage Line is well establish­ 
ed. A t Vallecito the station has 
been officially r e s t o r e d ; at 
Warner’s the old station is in a 
fair state of 
repair; the old 
adobe house on Warner’s ranch 
is now being used as a bunk 
house. 


The Butterfield Stage Line has be­ 
come a symbol of early stage lines in 
California. 
Hence, the many errors 
that arise as to its location and the 
claim by persons that certain com­ 
munities far off its true route were 
on 
the 
famous 
Butterfield 
Stage 
Line. 
W hile 
the 
Butterfield Line 
did not pass through Palm Springs 
the famous Bradshaw road with its 
stage line did pass 
through 
Palm 
Springs. 
If you are interested in 
knowing something of the Brad­ 
shaw Road, its location and the his­ 
tory surrounding the man who built 
it, read the article, “Gold Builds a 
Road,” by J. W ilson McKenney, in 
the December issue of The Desert 
Magazine. 


It is possible to drive a light 
car over the old Bradshaw Road 
but this is fair warning not to 
try it if you are not acquainted 
with desert roads and sand and 
have not the patience to take 
things philosophically when the 
going becomes difficult. I drove 
all but a few miles of this road 
last spring and know that it is 
trying in spots. 
If you are a 
hard-surfaced-road driver, stay 
o ff the Bradshaw Road, but if 
you know what you are doing 
and have the type of car to go 
places on the desert then it is 
an interesting trip. 


The old Butterfield Stage road up 
Carrizo Creek is a fair desert canyon 
road. 
There arc a few sandy spots 
and a few rough spots with several 
short grades thrown in but a careful 
driver will get along nicely. 
There 
is much to see on this route and if 
you have a little knowledge of early 
pioneer California history the road 
will re-live the days when the But­ 
terfield stages bounced and bumped 
along from station to station.

How Much Wood 
In a Cord? 
"I want you to come over and look 
at my wood yard,” said M. M. Ran­ 
som to a Desert S'un reporter this 
week. 
"Why should I look at your wood 
yard, I know a Btick of wood when I 
see it,” replied the reporter. 
"Do you know a cord when you see 
it?” 
"Sure, it’s a string." 
But the reporter accompanied Ran­ 
som to his Desert Fuel Service wood 
yard, and consequently learned some­ 
thing about firewood. It's really a 
deep study. 
"How much wood in that pile?" 
asked Ransom. 
“Oh. I got a pile about half that 
big once, and they called it a cord, 
-o that must be about two cords," 
answered the scribe. 
"You didn't buy it here, then,” said 
M. M., "for if you had you would have 
gotten a pile that size, for that is a 
cord of wood." And then he told the 
reporter some things about firewood 
he had never heard before. 
There were piles of redheart mes- 
qulte, from Arizona. It looks some­ 
thing like the local mesquite. but Is 
much cleaner, weighs a great deal 
more, and burns twice as long, leav­ 
ing only a clean white ash after burn­ 
ing. 
It weighs a thousand pounds 
more to the cord. 
Then there were piles of many oth 
er kinds of wood, some of them very 
cheap to meet the competition of 
peddlers. "That cheap wood looks 
good, but it burns quickly,” said 
Ransom, “so it isn't economy to buy 
It after all." 
Briquettes, charcoal, 
kindling, and a new type of brick that 
is used in the place of kindling, ignit­ 
ing rapidly and burns long, are among 
the things carried in stock. 
The Desert Fuel Service has bond­ 
ed drivers, who rick the wood where 
the customer wants it piled, so they 
can measure it themselves. A cord 
is 128 cubic feet or a pile 4x4x8 feet, 
and a rick is a pile 2x4x4 feet, or one 
fourth of a cord.

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Palm Springs Girl Has 
H arrow ing Experience at 
Shanghai Bom bing 


Mrs. Sylvia McHenry, for the past 
10 years a resident of Palm Springs, 
and last year secretary in the office 
of Munholland & Co., returned a few 
weeks 
ago 
from 
Shanghai, China, 
where she witnessed the slaughter of 
thousands of Chinese by Japanese air­ 
planes. She was accompanied by Mrs. 
Susie Jonas, owner of the Wayside 
Inn, Palm Springs. 
“On Saturday, August 14, we were 
invited to the Palace Hotel for tea 
and left home early to shop enroute,” 
said 
Mrs. 
McHenry. 
"About 
four 
o’clock a group of Chinese planes 
started bombing a Japanese warship 
which had docked the day before at 
the Japanese Embassy on the Bund. 
We watched the planes for a time and 
then continued on our way down Nank 
ing Road toward the Bund. 
About 
4:30 the bombs which destroyed the 
Cathay and Palace Hotels were re­ 
leased. 
Many were killed and liun 
dreds wounded. 


“One B ritisher, just returned from 
holiday, left his w ife, two children 
and 
m other 
In 
the 
lobby 
of the 
C athay Hotel w h ile he w en t fo r a 
car. 
He returned In tim e to see 
th em loaded into an ambulance, all 


killed instantly. 
“Just outside the Palace door on 
N anking Road lay a man's head, in 


glancing up, one saw the body hang­ 
ing from a window . 
The lobby was 
chaos, w ith parts of bodies strewn 
about amongst broken fu rn itu re. 
“ In our excitem ent, we ran down 
the 
Bund to Avenue Edw ard V II, 


but finding no bus running and the 
crowds 
of 
Chinese 
refugees 
and 
others 
alm ost 
im penetrable, 
we 
pushed ou r w ay through in an at­ 
te m p t to w alk home. 
“ W e had reached the Race Course, 
when the planes started to again fly 


over the settlem ent— this tim e w ith 


Japanese 
planes 
in 
pursuit. 
W e 
pressed against a high board fence 
surrounding 
the 
race course 
and 
w atched the manuevers. 


"The planes were shooting at each 
other and much shrapnel fell. Finally 
one plane dived low and released two 
bombs about two minutes apart, I 
should say, the first one exploding in 
mid air, the second striking the cen­ 
ter of the street on Avenue Edward 
VII, not more than two blocks from 
wh'ere we were standing. 
"The vibration was terrific. Flames 
burst high into the air, and we thought 
at first some large building had been 
struck and was burning. When some 
of the flames died down and the smoke 
cleared we ventured closer to find a 
.terrible massacre of Chinese. 
’’ -TAxly attem pt to help seemed futile, 
so we turned and walked home. That 
night the radio reported approximate­ 
ly 1500 killed. 


“T h irte e n 
hundred 
bodies 
were 
stretched 
out on 
Tibet 
Road 
for 
recognition 
by 
relatives 
(should 
th ere be any,) and those portions 
of the bodies unrecognizable were 
shoveled 
into 
trucks 
and 
hauled 
aw ay w here trenches had been dug 


in w hich to bury them . 
“ Sunday all people were w arned 
to rem ain indoors, but by Monday 
m orning, 
our firs t 
horror 
having 


subsided, we again ventured forth, 
only to find more bombing along the 
Bund, but fo rtu n a tely most of those 


bombs fell into the river. 


"Before I left Shanghai to go to 
Manilla, all of the Civic Center had 
been destroyed as well as most of the 
im portant'^hotela, stores, and a few 
banks. Chinese refugees were without 
shelter and many of them nearly 
starving.” 


Preceding the description of the 
bombings she witnessed in Shanghai. 
Mrs. McHenry told of her arrival there 
and the incidents which led up to the 
horrible slaughter of Chinese. 


“We arrived, in Shanghai on July 13, 
* 
'.to find very hot humid weather. Our 
"first impression of the city,, with its 
. 
tall modern buildings, was that we 
* *v *■** were arriving in New York Harbor, 
but after going through the bustoms 
and reaching the street with its hun­ 
dreds of rickshas, dozens of modes 
\ 9Í transportation, 
Chinese children 


anl long white silk coats, dancing to 
a combination of American Jazz, which 
gives one a peculiar picture of the old 
and new brought together. 


"Shanghai is very modern, with 
beautiful parks, symphony orchestras 
giving 
programs 
out-of-doors, 
(the 
"under the stars” idea). 
My first 
night I relaxed in a long reclining 
chair, watching the stars and clouds, 
dreaming about the beautiful orches­ 
tration just finished, w'hen I was sud­ 
denly showered with the most “gosh- 
awful" smelling spray. W ith a dash 
I sprang out of my chair, to find a 
coolie with a spray gun back of me 
eliminating mosquitos, the usual pro­ 
cedure between numbers at these sym­ 
phonies. 


“The first part of August brought 
more rumblings of war, but with very 
little alarm to Shanghailanders, al­ 
though the huge gates closing the 
highways into the International and 
French settlements were oiled and put 
in readiness to close if necessary. 
There were many incidents of aggra­ 
vation. all of which the government 
managed to over-look or quiet. 
The 
Blue-jacket incident!, of which you 
have read, and many others. 
But 
finally, during the second week of 
August', a group of Japanese picked 
a quarrel with guards at one of the 
gates and were shot, but not before 
the Chinese were also killed, so no 
true version of the incident could be 
secured. 
It was sufficient cause, ac­ 
cording to Japanese standards, for 
war, and without warning they started 
bombing Chinese territory. 


“On August 10th I w ent shopping 
on 
Peking 
Road, 
which 
adjoins 
Chinese te rrito ry, and found it very 
d iffic u lt to get through the masses 
of refugees coming Into the In ter­ 
national Settlem ent for protection. 
Th ey were a pathetic sight, w ith 
th e ir 
w orldly 
belongings 
tied 
in 
bundles on th eir backs, or the few 
having more possessions, wheeling 
them on the native push carts w ith 
sm all children on the top of such 
furnishings. 


“ I spent the entire day roaming 
among them , talkin g to the few who 
could understand any English. They 
w ere panic stricken. 
The following 
days were equally as bad, but In­ 
tensely 
Interesting. 
T h o u s a n d s 
crowding Into narrow streets, sleep­ 


ing on mats In the streets or In 
churches and public buildings which 
w ere opened to them ." 


Then came the terrible massacre of 
Chinese refugees related by Mrs. Mc­ 
Henry in first paragraphs of this ar­ 
ticle.

for a trip to Peking as soon as diffi 
cutties were adjusted, which everyone 
expected would be not later than the 
middle of August. 
"The night life in China was quite 
different from that in Japan, night 
clubs surpassing those were here. It 
was extremely interesting to see the 
so-called 
“Young 
China” 
at 
these 
amusement places. The girls are very 


tin standing on very high legs, etc. 
Altho in modern Japan, that is Tokyo, 
the hotels were quite as beautiful and 
as modern as anything in this country. 
"From Kamakura g e again drove 
through some 50-miles of countryside 
to Tokyo. The Islands are mountain­ 
ous and all gardening is done in small 
areas reaching into small canyons and 
up hillsides, so the trip was very 
picturesque. The Japanese coolies in 


pictures and read about, but much 
more interesting in real life. 
“At Tokyo we drove through the city 
to see the homes and embassies of 
the various ambassadors; the Tokyo 
Palace of his Majesty the Emperor of 
Japan, with its sunken gardens, sur­ 
rounded by a small stream of water 
the beautifully modern department 
stores, and finally lunch at the Im­ 
perial Hotel, which is comparable to 
the Biltmore or Ambassador hotels. 
"Japanese dress largely in their 
native costume, the Kimono, of which 
we saw many exquisite examples; but 
the younger generation are copies of 
American youth, the children all going 
to school in uniforms, the girls in 
skirts and middies and the boys in a 
uniform of denim, American made. 


"Night life consists almost exclu­ 
sive of the ubiquitous “cafe"; this is 
a word with a new connotation for 
Cafe, Bar or Saloon are used in Japan 
without distinction and mean simply a 
place where men gather 
to 
drink 
Asahi beer and discuss the day’s hap­ 
penings with the pretty waitresses— 
and 
they are pretty! 
Wives and 
daughters always remain home except 
for an hour of shopping in the shops 


which are always open evenings. Night 
clubs here are non-existant, and dance 
halls limited in number. 
"From Tokyo back to Yokaliama and 
the Coolidge, then on to Kobe. From 
Kobe we drove to silk factories, saw 
brocade made, then spent an evening 
on Moto-machi, the shopping district 
of small shops, where we bargained 
for and purchased kimonos compara­ 
ble to nothing found in America. The 
following day the trip through the 
Inland Sea! 
Beauty indescribable, an 
experience never to be forgotten, par­ 
ticularly if the trip is made during 
sunset, as we saw it.”

P resenting th e evidence against the 
six defendants was 
H. H. Quacken­ 
bush, special Indian agent 
for the 
Palm Springs reservation, who charg­ 
ed that no accounting has ever been 
made for tribal monies collected dur­ 
ing 1936 when M arcus and his com­ 
m ittee m em bers, assertedly 
abetted 
by W illis and Castillo, w ere the offi­ 
cial tribal ruling comm ittee. 
The conspiracy charges were based 
by Q uackenbush on certain 
alleged 
secret m eetings held by the defend­ 
ants after the com m ittee had been re­ 
moved from office last January. 
John A ndreas and 
M arcus 
Pete, 
m em bers of th e tribe, took the stand 
to assert that, although enrolled in 
the band, they had never received no­ 
tice of tribal m eetings or an account­ 
ing of the disbursem ent of funds dur­ 
ing the last year. 
J. 
R. 
Cardwell, 
lessee of certain reservation property, 
testified th a t W illis and other defen­ 
dants attem pted to intim idate him. 
The six men. represented 
at 
the 
hearing by A very Blount, Los Ange­ 
les atfbrney, did not take the stand 
to offer any testim ony or refute the 
charges, but called Quackenbush to 
go Into further details of his asser­ 
tions. 
He said th at the money of which the 
Indians assertedly did not render an 
accounting cam e from bathhouse and 
Palm Canyon toil receipts.

coaches in the good old days were 
excellent sports when the road be­ 
came rough or it was necessary .for 
the passengers to get out and walk 
through the heavy sand or up steep 
grades. 
The road is still unpaved. 


This time of year the washes 
are clothed with a vigorous an­ 
nual, sometimes three feet high. 
It is called tumbleweed and is a 
member of the composite fami­ 
ly If you have been walking 
and find yourself covered with 
a golden powder the chances are 
that it is the pollen from this 
plant. 
If you have a mysteri­ 
ous case of hay fever is also 
might be traced to the pollen 
of the tumbleweed. The scien­ 
tific name is Dicoria canescens; 
Dicoria is from the Greek and 
means “twice and bug,” and re­ 
fers to the small dry fruit that 
resembles two bugs; canescens 
refers to the grayness of the 
plant. 


Dicoria canescens is a remarkable 
plant. 
The seed germinates during 
the spring hut 
the 
plant remains 
quite small during the spring and 
early summer hut when the tempera­ 
ture becomes high and most of the 
other annuals have long since dried 
this 
annual 
begins 
a 
vigorous 
growth, reaching its maturity during 
the late fall months. 
It is remark 
able that the growth is delayed until 
the heat of the late summer when 
growing conditions seem to be the 
most difficult. 


After the plant and seeds are 
mature the root breaks near the 
root-crown and the plants go 
tumbling over the desert. 
It is 
this movement that gives rise to 
the name tumbleweed. Tumb­ 
ling about of the plant by the 
wind is an efficient method for 
the wide distribution of the 
seed.
